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PAPER TRADE CENSUS. 


Expert Special Agent Rantoul Sends 
Out Blanks. 


The Questions Which Paper and Pulp Manufacturers Will 
Have to Answer—A Synopsis of the Ground Covered 
—A Letter by Mr. Rantoul Explaining 
Some Special Features. 


Blanks for the collection of statistics relating to the 
paper and pulp industry are this week being sent out to 
each manufacturer by Charles W. Rantoul, Jr., the expert 
special agent appointed for the purpose of gathering this 
information for the twelfth census. The returns to be 
made in the schedules are expected to cover the business 
year most nearly conforming to and preceding the census 
year, which ends June 1, 1900. The Department of the 
Interior, under direction of which the census is taken, 
promises that all answers will be held absolutely confi- 
dential, and that no publication will be made in the cen- 
sus reports disclosing the names or operations of individ- 
ual establishments in any particular. Special agents and 
enumerators of the census are liable to a penalty of $500 if 
they disclose any information obtained in their official ca- 
pacity. Willful refusal to give true and complete answers 
to the inquiries is punishable by a fine not exceeding 
$10,000, to which may be added imprisonment not exceed- 
ing one year. 

The special schedule containing the inquiries for the 
paper and pulp industry consists of six pages. Three of 
these are uniform with the blanks being sent out to the 
other manufacturing industries. The information desired 
on these pages is therefore of a general character. The 
other pages contain the inquiries pertinent to the paper 
and pulp making industry. These are ranged under the 
following four headings—“ Materials Used,” “Goods Man- 
ufactured,” “Power” and “Machinery and Capacity.” Un- 
der “Materials Used,” each paper or pulp manufacturer is 
expected to tell what kinds of materials he used, how much 
of them in cords or tons and their cost. These inquiries 
are so framed that the amount of imported paper stocks 
used can be tabulated from them. This applies particu- 
larly to Canadian pulp woods. A notable addition to the 
list of questions made for this census is that covering 
“Purchased” stocks as contradistinguished from stocks 
made and used by each concern. The questions on this 
point cover ground wood, soda fibre, sulphite fibre and 
chemicals. 

Under “Goods Manufactured” all kinds of paper, boards 
and fibres are enumerated. The quantity manufactured 
and the value or price at the mill are asked in regard to 
them. Ifa mill makes ground wood or soda or sulphite 
fibre for its own use the value of it is not supposed to be 
given. 

Under “Power” the distinction is made between power 
supplied to other establishments and power supplied by 
other establishments. 

Accompanying each schedule is a copy of a circular let- 
ter by Mr. Rantoul, a portion of which is as follows: 

To insure the confidential nature of the information fur- 
nished, and at the same time to expedite the work, two 
copies of the special schedule for paper mills are sent here- 
with, on which to present the facts required by the census. 
Manufacturers are respectfully requested to at once fill out 
the schedules in accordance with the instructions printed 
on page 6, to which attention is particularly directed, and 
mail one copy to the Census Office in the accompanying 
envelope, which requires no postage. The other copy 
should be retained for their own information and for refer- 
ence in case correspondence with the expert special agent 
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respecting the report becomes necessary. If no return is 
received by mail, the local special agent or enumerator is 
required to secure one. 

Upon receipt of the schedule by the Census Office an 
acknowledgment of the same will be made. This is ar- 
ranged in two parts, one of which is to be detached and 
given to the local enumerator or special agent when he 
calls for the report. This he will accept and forward to 
the Census Office in place of the report. 

Mr. Rantoul urges that each manufacturer take an inter- 
est in the matter, and show that interest by carefully and 
promptly answering the questions propounded. He points 
out that the trade is sadly lacking in the way of reliable 
statistics, so that the tabulated returns of the census ought 


to be of special value to the paper and pulp industry. 


A COMBINE TO BUY AND SELL. 


Wisconsin Manufacturers Project a Selling Agency Plan 
to Handle All the Product of Their Mills, 
and to Buy Their Raw Material. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., May 26.—-A meeting of nine of the 
paper manufacturers of Wisconsin is being held in Mil- 
waukee to-day to take steps toward the organization of a 
company to sell the product of the mills owned by the 
several parties interested. The mills affected are those 
making news paper principally. 

The object of the proposed movement, which is being 
engineered largely by George A. Whiting, of Neenah, is 
to strengthen the position of the mills in making contracts 
with large consumers of paper. Such consumers have 
been prejudiced toward dealing with the International 
Paper Company on account of the size of its producing 
capacity, and in dealing with smaller concerns the first 
question asked very often has been, ‘““What would you do 
to fill your contracts in case your mill should burn down?” 
It is felt that the formation of a selling agency among the 
mills of this State, as.a guarantee for the fulfillment of 
contracts, would be a most healthy thing for the Western 
trade. 

The project is not new, and is in no way the outgrowth 
of any present conditions. It has been under discussion 
for a year or more, and it is hoped it may now be brought 
to a successful conclusion. It is understood that the mills 
at Marinette and Menominee, those on the Wisconsin 
River and those on the Fox River, making paper of the 
kind alluded to, are all included in the plan. 

It was finally decided to incorporate under the name of 
the General Paper Company, with T. E. Nash, George A. 
Whiting and W. Z. Stuart as incorporators, although all 
the news, manila and fibre mills are interested. 

The company will not only sell the product of the mills, 
but also buy all supplies. The details are not yet all 
worked out. Another meeting will be held in Appleton 
this week. Fox RIVER. 


A Question of Water Rent. 


At a meeting of the Board of Water Commissioners of 
Jersey City, N. J., held May 23, the delinquency of the Pal- 
isade Paper Mills Company came up for discussion, and it 
was decided to shut off its water supply in default of pay- 
ment of $195, due for water supply for the month just 
ended. 

The Palisade Paper Mill was formerly known as the 
Franklin Paper Mill, and suit, instituted by the 
Water Commissioners of Hoboken against the Franklin 
Paper Mill to recover $7,500, is still pending in the 
County Court. It was decided recently by the Commission- 
ers to insist upon the payment of water dues at the end of 
each month, and in default to discontinue the supply.

York Haven Mills Damaged.

York, Pa., May 28.—The paper mills of the York 
Haven Paper Company were partially destroyed by fire 
this morning. Loss $100,000, fully covered by insurance.

Flambeau Paper Mill Burned. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
APPLETON, Wis., May 28.—The paper mill, pulp mill and 
a large warehouse of the Flambeau Paper Company, Park 
Falls, Wis., were burned Saturday night. Loss about 
$125,000, insurance about $180,000. The plant was for- 
merly operated by the Park Falls Paper Company. The 
paper mill contained two machines, one 86-inch and one 
110-inch Fourdrinier. They were run on manila and fibre 
papers, the mill having a capacity of 50,000 pounds in 
twenty-four hours. . The company also made ground wood 
and sulphite fibre, and the pulp mill which it now has left 
is located about a mile down the river. Fox River. 





Burning of the Gardner Mill at Middletown. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 28.—The fire at the Tytus-Gardner 
Paper and Manufacturing Company’s plant in Middle- 
town, last week, mention of which was made in THE 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL, was the largest in the history of 
that city since the destruction of the pulp mill twenty 
years ago. An insurance of $103,000 was carried on the 
plant, and the losses will far exceed the first estimates, 
and may reach $150,000. The blaze started in the machine 
room, presumably from a hot box on the Jordan engine, 
and made rapid progress. By the time the firemen con- 
trolled the flames in the front of the building, the machine 
and stock rooms were gutted. It was fully two hours be- 
fore the department had the fire under control, and the 
Gardner mill then was a total wreck. The mill will prob- 
ably be rebuilt at once. This has not yet been officially de- 
cided by the company, but as this plant was a money maker, 
those connected with it see every reason why it should be 
rebuilt. . 

The company employs 450 persons, and 150 of this num- 
ber were thrown out of employment. It will require five 


months to rebuild, and it is possible the same grades of 
paper will be made in the Tytus mill, in which event half 
M. V. 


the men will be given work. 
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THE DEMAND FOR OUTPUT. 


Reports from Mill and Jobbing Centres— Business Reported 
as Quiet in Most Quarters—Writings Improved 
in the West. 


In the New York market the consensus of opinion is 
that prices will not go lower, but that they will remain 
at about the present level for the next.sixty days. After 
that tinre an upward movement is predicted. The reasons 
assigned for these opinions are, that as jobbers and con- 
sumers have been overbought since the 1st of last Janu- 
ary, they have had five months in which to fight the 
manufacturers on the great question of prices. For at 
least two out of these five months the paper makers have 
been anxious for new business. Now it is argued that in 
the past two months considerable pressure has been 
brought to depress quotations. And, as is well known, 
values have fallen off somewhat, but not in proportion to 
the strength of the attack by the bears. Therefore, as 
they have now reached the level beyond which the manu- 
facturers will not go, preferring to shut down rather than 
accept less money, the opinion is strongly held that, in the 
absence of an unexpected demand, they will remain as 
they are until the shortage of ground wood and other 
adverse elements make themselves felt. The outside limit 
of time set for this predicted reaction is the 1st of next 
August. 





Business Quiet at Holyoke.

Boston Trade Dull.

To briefly report the status of business in paper trade 
circles is simply to say that it is very dull. When the foot- 
ings of May business are counted up the distribution of 
paper from jobbers’ hands will, no doubt, be found of 
smaller volume than for any one month so far this year. 
With the manufacturers conditions are a little more favor- 
able so far as can be judged from their statements, since 
book and manila mills are busy. Prices are less firm and 
are being shaded at times, but conditions, manufacturers 
say, hardly admit of much of a decline. The slight conces- 
sions in prices, it is claimed, can only be temporary, since 
the high prices still ruling on ground wood and sulphite 
fibre are factors to be considered in the selling price of 
paper. Ground wood is a scarce article now, and high as 
the price is it is likely to be advanced when low water pre- 
vents a full production. While silphite fibre was tending 
to weakness a week or two ago, the floods of last week 
have for the time being stopped production in some quar- 
ters, and that has kept the sulphite fibre market steady. 

Since Monday of last week the Katahdin Pulp and Paper 
Company, of Lincoln, Me., has been shut down, taking 
40 tons a day out of the market. N. M. Jones, manager 
of the company, was seen in town last Friday, and he stated 
that he would probably be able to start up this week. The 
mill is situated on the Mattanacook stream, which was 
overflowed, three dams having been carried away before 
his mill dam was washed out. Senator Jones stated that 
the damage would be about $20,000. : 

The paper stock market is very quiet, foreign stock be- 
ing almost neglected, as domestic packers seem to be able 
to push their holdings at prices that importers cannot meet.

Chicago Market Unchanged. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Cuicaco, May 28.—The week on, the whole has been 
a quiet, yet fairly satisfactory, one. The market has been 
about the same on nearly all grades of paper. There is 
not much change in the quoted prices, whatever dickering 
may take place when a large order is in prospect. Among 
the jobbers business is undoubtedly fairly good, leaving 
them little of which to complain. The manager of a well- 
known wholesale paper house said to-day: “We cannot 
complain at all. This has been the largest May, in point 
of goods sold, that this house has experienced in many 
years—larger, I believe, than for any corresponding season 
during this firm’s existence.” 

Mill men, to be sure, find that customers are somewhat 
coy, and like a little extra inducement in order to see their 
way clear to placing large orders. They say that business 
has not the vim and steadiness of two or three months ago. 

Book papers are rather slower than usual, but news is in 
good demand, as usual. The staple grades of paper re- 


main fairly active, notwithstanding the closing of mills 
and the talk of overproduction. M. 





Irregular Demand in Philadelphia.

PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—Market conditions still continue 
in the peculiar status described last- week, one dealer being 
very busy, another very dull. Thomas M. Royal said on 
Friday afternoon that his volume of business for the twen- 
ty-five days of the month had exceeded any previous month 
in his experience. On the other hand more than one firm 
has admitted that its business was very quiet, almost dull. 
Prices show no change and inquiry is not very’strong, sup- 
plies still being drawn in many cases from volumes of paper 
purchased on the rising market of the early part of the 
year.

All of the book mills closed this week in compliance with 
the orders from the Western Book Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. The plan to suspend operations for a stated period 
has proven to be successful, at least resulting in a general 
curtailment of production, and promises to solve the pres- 
ent perplexing problem. It is understood that some of the 
mills in the West were slack on orders the past week, while 
some closed in order to meet contracts this week, and 
continue in operation. In other words, they were closed 
the specified time, and were allowed to operate this week 
merely to accommodate patrons. Wherever this was prac- 
ticable it was allowed, nevertheless the book paper makers 
were careful to suspend for the stipulated time. 

All are agreed in the belief that the plan will be a suc- 
cess. A well-known member when asked his opinion re- 
plied: “Do you think we would enter an agreement of this 
kind if we did not believe that it would be for our mutual 
benefit? The advantage is bound to be felt, and I do not 
think a representative body of manufacturers would com- 
bine their interests in this manner unless they meant to 
carry out the idea completely. Yes, sir; it will be a success. 
The effects are already noticeable.” 

Prices have remained stationary, though they show some 
inclination to be weaker, and it would not be surprising 
to hear of occasional reductions, but conditions are such 
that these reductions must be slight. The general book 
market has not improved materially during the week.

Increased Tariff in Salvador.

THE ENGLISH MARKET. 


The Tub-Sized Mill Combination Making No Progress— 
Scandinavian Pulp Contracts--China Clay Market 
Excited—The Supply of Paper. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, May 22.—News is very scant and common- 
place this week. The proposed combination of makers of 
tub-sized papers, referred to last week, seems to be mak- 
ing no progress, because several prominent firms are un- 
willing to dispose of their business. A — Scot- 
tish mill has definitely decided not to go in? 

What is most talked about in the trade just now is the 
confirmation received from Norway of a contract for a 
fine brand of pulp to be delivered in equal quantities each 
year from now until 1904 at 50 shillings a ton. Another 
large Norwegian mill has disposed of almost its entire 
product for next year (1901) at a price which will yield 
between 49 and 50 shillings per ton net f. 0. b. These 
incidents are taken to mean that prices will not go lower. 

The attitude of sellers of Scandinavian pulp is extremely 
firm. Buyers wanting either mechanical or sulphite pulp 
for immediate delivery must pay any price asked. Sul- 
phite in particular is eagerly picked up. Of soda pulp 
there is practically none on the market. Chemicals are 
active and the export trade is on a large scale. The mar- 
ket for china.clay is excited because of strikes among the 
laborers. 

While this is the condition of the home market, no re- 
lief is in sight from foreign sources. The World’s Paper 
Trade Review says on this point: 

“It is evident that the Americans have very Nttle paper 
to send to the British market, and the trade is not likely 
to be actively cultivated while such a good demand is ex- 
perienced at home. Since last October the International 
Paper Company, although favored with plenty of inquiries, 
has not shipped ‘news’ to the British market outside of 
running contracts, and the Manufacturers Paper Company 
has also experienced a more profitable business in the 
United States than seeking to increase exports to this 
country. The enormous demand for British requirements 
has led to larger imports of the Scandinavian product, and 
although contracts have, it is said, been made in one or 
two instances at an alarming reduction, there is no reason 
for such a policy, and it would be an act of folly for British 
paper makers to follow suit.” BRITON.

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THE READJUSTMENT OF PRICES, 


An Interesting Interview—A Fox River Valley Banker 
Gives His Views on the Business Situation—A 
Loss of Confidence in Prices. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., May 28.—A number of paper manufac- 
turers interviewed this week by your correspondent seem 
to feel that the business situation, so far as orders are con- 
cerned, is distinctly brighter. Business has been better 
this week, they report, than at any time since the sudden 
let-up in April. They believe that the shutdown which 
will begin next week will add to the wholesome effect 
already noticeable. 

“A prominent banker of this valley, who is also inter- 
ested in the paper trade, gave me the best explanation of 
present conditions that I have heard,” said one of the man- 
ufacturers to me to-day. “I asked him how he accounted 
for the circumstance that had never before been -paralleled 
in the trade, of the paper manufacturers waking up one 
bright morning when business for months had been un- 
precedentedly good, and finding that it had simply dropped 
out of sight altogether, and that practically no orders were 
coming in at all. 

“ ‘Well,’ he said, ‘I have given the matter a good deal of 
thought, and this is what I make out of it: This country is 
going through an experience it never had before, and is 
suffering from a commercial panic brought about by a loss 
of confidence in prices. All the other panics the country 
has had have been brought about by a loss of confidence in 
credits. There is now no question about credits. Money 
is easier than it has ever been. The people have simply 
lost confidence in prices, and it all dates from the coup of 
John W. Gates in the affairs of the American Steel and 
Wire Company. When the people read about the mills of 
America’s representative iron and steel industries being 
closed, and heard the doleful tales of prices being too high 
and the condition of business being not what it was thought 
to be, they took fright instantly, and ever since then they 
liave been buying only what they must have, and what they 
had orders for. Every line of business has been affected, 
the paper industry with the rest. In my opinion, the coun- 
try has been so thoroughly upset that there will have to be 
a readjustment of prices all around.’ ” 

“Do you think this readjustment of prices will occur in 
the paper business?” asked your correspondent of the paper 
man. 

“T should not be surprised if it did, along with the rest.” 

“But how can prices go lower, with the prices of raw 
materials where they are at present?” 

“They cannot go much lower unless recessions are 
scored in raw materials. If the production of paper is re- 
duced, not only by the shutting down of some of the mills, 
but by the lessened calls for paper everywhere, the prices 
of raw materials cannot fail to be affected. Some of 
them have already been affected. Whatever saving can 
be made in the purchase of raw materials can be sub- 
tracted from the price of paper. My anxiety is more 
concerning the price of coal than anything else that is used 
in our business. I am advised everywhere that it is safer 
to make contracts now than to depend upon the chances of 
the open market.” Fox RIver. 


Paper Manufacturer Discusses Conditions. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 28.—A widely known manufacturer, 
who does not travel to solicit orders, but who has seen 
much of the country, and whose travels for observation 
in the interest of his trade took him during the last month 
into many of the principal mill centres from New England 
to the Mississippi River, is authority for the statement 
that the Miami Valley is not the only section where dull- 
ness prevails. He asserts that the falling off of orders is 
general. He also refers to the discussions at the Manufac- 
turers’ National Association in Boston to substantiate his 
claims. . He is of the opinion that paper will never again 
be as low in price as it was eighteen months ago, owing 
to changed conditions which are bound to keep the quo- 
tations up. Certainly there will be some concessions in 
the matter of price, but lotal conditions will prevail. 

“Do I consider the present conditions natural? Well, 
yes and no. Yes, because dullness is expected about this 
time; no, because the trade dropped off with startling sud- 
denness, and because cessation came a little in advance of 
the natural period. It is a peculiar situation, yet when 
you simmer it down to cold philosophy it is admitted that 
tradesmen were buying just exactly the amount of paper 
required to keep the trade moving. Why? Because 
prices jumped up suddenly and dealers did not want to 
become overloaded. I predicted that the end would come, 
though I was willing to admit at the same time that the 
prosperity might continue for two years. Consumers of 
paper used only what was needed owing to the forcing of 
prices to the top notch, and the end came. But I haven't 
any idea that this condition will remain long, and like 


many others, I rather expect an earlier fall trade. We 
will likely make up very soon for the present deficiency. 
“Some sections of the country felt this interruption long 
before we did. For instance, in Chicago, local conditions 
regulated the trade there. The strike of builders inter- 
fered most visibly with the paper trade, and it still has its 
effect. But it merely brought on the critical stage in that 
city earlier than in most busy centres. St. Louis is hav- 
ing its trouble just now owing to the street car strike, and 
that it has an effect—and a most deleterious one—on busi- 
ness will not be denied. Thus two of the principal mar- 
kets of the West have been in ill luck, and, with the ter- 
mination of the spring season in advance of the usual time, 
these cities find themselves in a predicament. But the 
West is little worse off than the East.” M. V. 


Pulp Wood from Ontario. 


In reply to a request from a Western firm, United States 
Consul-General Turner, at Ottawa, Canada, recently for- 
warded to the State Department, Washington, D. C., a 
copy of the Order in Council, approved by the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Ontario, January 13, 1900, regarding licenses 
or permits for cutting pulp wood on Crown lands in that 
Province. The provisions of the Order in Council are as 
follows: 


(1) Every license or permit conferring authority to cut 
spruce or other soft wood, trees, or timber, not being 
pine, suitable for manufacturing pulp or paper, on the 
ungranted lands of the Crown, or to cut such timber re- 
served to the Crown on lands leased or otherwise dis- 
posed of by the Crown, which shall be issued on or after 
the 30th day of April, 1900, shall contain and be subject 
to the condition that all such timber cut under the author- 
ity or permission of such license or permit shall, except 
as hereinafter provided, be manufactured in Canada; that 
is to say, into merchantable pulp or paper, or into sawn 
lumber, woodenware, utensils, or other articles of com- 
merce or merchandise as distinguished from the said 
spruce or other timber in its raw or unmanifactured state; 
and such condition shall be kept and observed by the 
holder or holders of any such license or permit who shall 
cut or cause to be cut spruce or other soft wood, trees, or 
timber, not being pine, suitable for manufacturing pulp or 
paper, under the authority thereof, and by any other per- 
son or persons who shall cut or cause to be cut any of 
such wood, trees, or timber, under the authority thereof, 
and all such wood, trees, or timber, cut into logs or 
lengths or otherwise, shall be manufactured in Canada as 
aforesaid. It is hereby declared that the cutting of spruce 
or other soft wood, trees, or timber, not being pine, suit- 
able for manufacturing pulp or paper, into cord wood or 
other lengths is not manufacturing the same within the 
meaning of this regulation. 

(2) Should any holder of a timber license or permit, or 
any servant or agent of such holder, or any person acting 
for him, or under his authority or permission, violate or 
refuse to keep and observe the condition mentioned in the 
preceding regulation, then and in such case the license or 
permit to cut spruce or other soft wood, trees, or timber; 
not being pine, on the berth, territory, lot, or Jots in- 
cluded in the license or permit, and on which or on any 
part of which such timber was cut, and in respect of which 
or any part of which there was a breach of such regula- 
tion or a refusal to observe or keep the same, shall be sus- 
pended and held in abeyance, and shall not be reissued, 
nor shall a new license or permit issue unless and until 
so directed by the Lieutenant-Governor in council, and 
then only upon such terms and conditions as the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in council may impose. 

(3) The commissioner of Crown lands, his officers, ser- 
vants and agents, may do all things necessary to prevent 
a breach of the aforesaid condition or regulation and to 
secure compliance therewith, and may for such purpose 
take, seize, hold and detain all logs, timber or wood so cut 
as aforesaid, and which it is made to appear to the com- 
missioner of Crown lands it is not the intention of the 
licensee, owner, or holder, or person in possession of to 
manufacture, or cause to be manufactured as aforesaid in 
Canada, or to dispose of to others who will have the same 
so manufactured in Canada, until security shall be given 
to Her Majesty satisfactory to the commissioner that the 
said condition shall be kept and observed, and that such 
logs, timber or wood will be manufactured in Canada as 
aforesaid; and in the event of the refusal on the part of 
the licensee, owner or holder, or person in possession of 
such logs, timber, or wood, to give such security within 
four weeks after notice of such seizure and demand of 
security by or on behalf of the commissioner, then the 
commissioner may sell or cause to be sold such logs, tim- 
ber, or wood by public auction after due advertisement to 
some person or persons who will give such security to 
Her Majesty as the commissioner may require that such 
logs, timber, or wood shall be manufactured in Canada. 

he proceeds of such logs, timber, or wood shall, after 
such sale and after deducting all expenses of such seizure 
and sale, and any sum due and owing to Her Majesty for 
or in respect of any timber dues, trespass dues, ground 
rent, or on account of the purchase of any timber or tim- 
ber berths by the owner, licensee, or holder of a permit 
or other person who has cut or caused to be cut such logs, 
timber, or wood, or who is the owner or holder of the 
same, be paid over to the person entitled to the same. 

(4) Provided, nevertheless, that nothing in the preced- 
ing regulations which requires spruce or other timber, not 
being pine, suitable for manufacturing pulp or paper, to 
be maufactured in Canada as aforesaid, shall apply to 
logs, timber, or wood cut and in use in Canada for fuel, 
building, or other purposes for which logs, timber, or 
wood in the manufactured state are or may be used. 

(5) Provided, further, that these regulations shall not 
apply to the east half of the township of Aweres, in the 
district of Algoma. containing 18% square miles. 

(6) The foregoing regulations shall not come into force 
unless and until they shall be approved by an act of the 
Legislature. 
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THE MARKET FOR TISSUES. 


A Large Demand for Output—Prices Have Not Suffered as 
Much as Have Those in Other Grades— 
Present Quotations. 


The continued activity in tissue papers is one of the not- 
able features of the present dull market. While the other 
grades of paper, with the exception of news, are suffering 
from the reaction following the boom of last fall, the de- 
imand for tissues has not fallen off materially. That there 
has been some change is admitted by the manufacturers, 
still they all unite in saying that the demand for tissues 
has fallen off the least of all paper. Prices for them have 
also held up remarkably well. Perhaps an average of 5 
cents per ream would cover the loss in price since January. 
This small decline is remarkable, when the great advances 
made last winter are recalled. For instance, 24x36—10- 
pound manila tissue a year ago sold at 25 to 30 cents per 
ream. This grade advanced to 40 cents, and in some in- 
stances 50 cents was obtained for it. The 20x30, which had 
been quoted around 30 cents, went up to 40 cents, and even 
as high as 50 cents. This is a high figure for colored and 
white tissues. These are two samples of the great ad- 
vances. In view of them it is evidence of the strength of 
the market for tissues that these prices have been modified 
so little. 

Among the jobbers and dealers the advanced prices stili 
prevail. They are enabled to hold them, as their orders 
for quick delivery are being refused by the mills. On this 
point it is said that all the tissue mills are from thirty to 
ninety days behind their orders. In fact, it is now pretty 
thoroughly well established that the former prices for tis- 
sues were too low. 

Speaking on this subject a manufacturer said this week: 
“The margin of profit was very small up to last summer, so 
manufacturers will probably maintain present prices for 
some time to come, at least as long as the good demand 
keeps up. In addition to the strong demand the possibility 
of another dry season has its influence on quotations. The 
market to-day is firm. All the New York State mills and 
those in New England are full of orders.” 

The demand for silver and copying tissues is good, al- 
though the great rush is over. Copying tissues are sup- 
posed to be a little weaker. This is so only by compari- 
son with the enormous demand of last winter, when the 
manufacturers easily obtained whatever price they asked. 
To-day the situation is more normal. The Smith Paper 
Company, of Lee, Mass., and the Diamond Mills Paper 
Company, of New York, are both reported as being full 
of orders. These two companies are leaders in the manu- 
facture of copying and special grades of tissues, and both 
of them feel confident that the demand for goods will con- 
tinue steady. 

The reason given for the satisfactory condition of the 
tissue market is the fact that tissue mills have not multi- 
plied as rapidly as mills making the other grades. The 
balance between supply and demand is therefore pre- 
served. 

On the subject of increased production the trade will, 
no doubt, be interested to learn that Orrs & Co. have just 
started their 76-inch machine at their Mount Vernon Mill, 
Troy, N. Y., on a very fine grade of silver tissues. The 
samples of these, which reached the market last week, have 
been pronounced by experts as excellent. Speaking of 
them Alexander Orr said: ‘We are satisfied that we turn 
out a pretty good sheet and we think we can improve on 
the quality. The sample runs have been commented on 
favorably by the trade. As yet we do not know how we 
shall dispose of our product. Already we have three offers 
to take all we make.” 

The market quotations on tissues to-day are as follows: 
Manila tissue, No. 1 grade basis, 24x36, 9 to 10 Ib., 
50c.; No. 2 grade, 24x36, 45c.; white and colored No. 1 
grade, basis 20x30, 6 Ib., 45 to 50c.; No. 2 grade, 20x30, 
40 to 45c. 


Colonel Haskell on American Paper. / 


Col. E. H. Haskell, of Boston, Mass., in an interview 
on American paper in the World’s Paper Trade Review, 
of London, England, among other things said that there 
was no reason for British paper makers to be alarmed in 
the matter of increased exportation from the United States 
to the British market. The demand in the United States, 
he said, was quite equal to the production, and better prices 
were obtained at home than abroad. Even when the prod- 
uct from mills now in course of construction shall come 
into the market, he does not believe that conditions will 
be unsettled, feeling sure that the increased consumption 
will readily absorb the output. As to prices, he said that 
he could not see why the rates now ruling should not pre- 
vail for some time to come, even if they were not perma- 
nently maintained, as lumber was dearer, and paper mak- 
ers had to meet increased cost in coal, chemicals, fibres and 
other raw materials. 
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NoTES OF THE TRADE. 


William Trimble, of St. Louis, Mo., has purchased a 
paper box factory at Quincy, IIl., and another at Keokuk, 
Ia., and will remove both of them to St. Louis. 


William Osborn and Hewitt Hill, former publishers in 
the Miami Valley, have invested heavily in a job printing 
office in Chicago, and will shortly be in harness again. 


‘The case of the Dexter Sulphite Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany against the Jacoby Paper Company, of Middletown, 
is on hearing this week in Hamilton, Butler County, Ohio. 
The suit is to enforce the double liability of stockholders. 
James E. Brate is referee. 


The prize and stray logs at Pea Cove (Me.) boom were 
sold at auction last week by the Penobscot Lumbering 
Association at its office, 106 Exchange street, Bangor, Me. 
The entire lot of 78,000 feet was sold to the Orono Pulp 
and Paper Company at 9! cents per 1,000. 


Additional gangs of Italian laborers from Massena, 
N. Y., and points south are arriving almost daily for the 
work on the Hannawa Falls Water Power Company’s 
project at Hannawa, N. Y. About 500 men are now en- 
gaged in the work, which is progressing rapidly. 


The new power plant of the Electric Street Railway 
Company in the City of Mexico is the finest in that coun- 
try. American machinery is used entirely. The oiling sys- 
tem was ordered of the Burt Manufacturing Company, of 
Akron, Ohio, manufacturer of the Cross oil filter. 


The Dayton (Ohio) Daily News has been sued by the 
city for $1,800, alleged to be overcharges for municipal ad- 
vertisments. The point at issue is the legal measurement, 
the News using a system that has been in vogue here for 


twenty years. All ads. were set in brevier type with min- 
ion body. The suit was the outcome of a fight the paper 
made against an alleged corrupt administration of the city 
affairs. 


The Birmingham Iron Foundry, Derby, Conn., calls at- 
tention to the lime slaking machine which it manufactures 
and which is illustrated on another page. The device is 
designed for the special use of paper and sulphite mills, 
and full description, discounts, testimonials, &c., will be 
sent to any one who requests them. 


The Bullock Electric Manufacturing Company, St. Paul 
Building, New York, is preparing three electric light 
plants for Russia. One is for an American concern at 
Irkutsk, Siberia; another for a Siberian mine near Chita, 
and the other plant is for a mine in Manchuria. All three 
plants are quite small, as they are for individual use, but 
in the aggregate the shipment is a valuable one. 


The large number of orders received by the Peerless 
Rubber Manufacturing Company, 16 Warren street, New 
York, for air brake and steam hose has necessitated the 
building of an additional story 235x45 feet to its hose 
room, and a new two story building 42x54 feet for the 
manufacture of the Peerless line of packings. It would 
appear from the fact that the factory having been run 
night and day for the past ten months, turning out Rain- 
bow packing, &c., that the company will be compelled to 
make further additions to its buildings to keep up to the 
demand for its goods. 


A valuable work on “Dyeing Paper Pulp” is that by 
Julius Erfurt, a paper mill director. The subject is 
treated in a very practical manner, whilst the inclusion of 
some 145 specimens of dyed paper, with full particulars as 
to the ingredients used, will prove an excellent guide to 
paper makers and others interested. The producers of 


colored papers are not, as a rule, anxious to make known 
their recipes, and therefore the specimens contained in the 
books under notice, together with the necessary instruc- 
tions and explanations, will appeal to a very wide circle. 
The various coloring matters are described and classified, 
and altogether the work will be found of great value for 
reference purposes. The need of an adequate book on col- 
oring has long been felt, and those connected with the color 
departments of mills have frequently expressed a desire for 
an up to date book on the subject. The work is published 
in Germany. 

Electrical engineering concerns are making prepara- 
tions to scope with the demand for apparatus and ma- 
chinery which will exist in South Africa after the war. J. 
M. Andrews, assistant general manager of the power and 
mining department of the General Electric Company, says 
that orders are being placed for South Africa. He be- 
lieves that the operations in that field will be renewed 
with great vigor, and that much valuable machinery is 
destined to be sent there by American firms. 


Among many large orders just received by the Green 
Fuel Economizer Company, of Matteawan, N. Y., is one 
for the Manhattan Railway Company, New York, for its 
new 100,000 horse power plant. These economizers are 
to be installed in the Manhattan Railway Company’s new 


* power house, which it is building at Seventy-fourth street 


and East River. When this plant is completed it is 
claimed that it will be the largest plant of economizers 
running in the world. This large order, following so 
closely on that of the Third Avenue Railroad Company’s 
Kingsbridge power house for economizers to be applied 
to 32,000 horse power, clearly evidences a high apprecia- 
tion for the output of the Green Fuel Economizer Com- 
pany, and particularly so among men who understand the 
value of the economizer as applied to the power plants.

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WANTS AN ACCOUNTING. 


An Ex-Rag Man Asks for His Share in the Business Which 
He and His Brother Carried On--He Is Now a 
Pauper on Blackwell’s Island. 


There is now pending in the Supreme Court of New 
York City the suit of James Sweeney against the Ursu- 
line Convent at Bedford Park and Mrs. Daniel Sweeney, 
in which the plaintiff, a pauper on Blackwell’s Island, seeks 
to recover his half interest in the assets of a rag and junk 
business, which he and his brother had at Nos. 6 and to 
Gouverneur slip. He estimates the assets of the 
business at $100,000, and alleges that he was fraudulently 
deprived of his share by his sister-in-law, one of the de- 
fendants. 

The story back of the suit is told by the New York Sun 
as follows: 

The rag and junk business was started many years ago 
by Edward Sweeney, an elder brother, who died in 1853, 
leaving the business to his brothers, James and Daniel. 
They were both illiterate, and as the business was large 
they employed D. W. McDevitt as bookkeeper. McDevitt 
subsequently went to Chicago, where he became rich. He 
is an auctioneer, mainly of books, and on him rests much 
of the proof of the plaintiff’s case. 

James Sweeney married early in life, and his wife died, 
leaving one child, who is now Sister Mary in the Convent 
of Mercy at Lambertville, N. J. He married again, and 
had difficulties with Anna Sweeney, his second wife. In 
order to prevent her from sharing in his property, it is 
alleged, he let the rag and junk business be conducted in 
the name of his brother Daniel, and had the profits due 
him invested in real estate, which was put in the name of 
Daniel. James Sweeney used to swear to his friends that 
he would never support Anna Sweeney, and when, in 1879, 
she had him arrested in a police court, he would neither 
pay nor give a bond, and he went to Blackwell’s Island for 
At the end of the next two years she swore out 


whole 


a year. 
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other warrants, so that he was kept there until 1882, for 
failure to support her. She is still living, but made no 
further claims upon him. He began drinking when he got 
out, and finding his brother dead and being unable to get 
any of the property, he went back to the Island about 1883, 
as a pauper, and his since remained there. 

In the action for an accounting which he has brought, he 
alleges that on the death of his brother Daniel, in 1881, his 
widow took the business, sold it out, as well as five parcels 
of real estate, which belonged either half or wholly to 
James, and gave all to the Ursuline Convent at Bedford 
Park. Mrs. Sweeney became a member of the convent at 
the time. It is stated by the plaintiff that her money and 
the plaintiff's was largely used to build the convent as it 
now stands, and that while it was in course of construction 
she was made Mother Superior. 

The will of Daniel Sweeney left all his property to his 
wife. She sold the five parcels of realty, which stood in 
the name of her husband, to Edward Felbel, for about 
$100,000. The property where the rag and junk business 
was conducted brought $38,000, and the residence in which 
Daniel died, on Monroe street, brought about $20,000. 

The plaintiff's lawyer showed a letter from the former 
bookkeeper, McDevitt, of Chicago, in which he says that 
James was a partner in the business until he had difficulties 
with his second wife. McDevitt states that the Monroe 
street house and a piece of property in Brooklyn which was 
among the five parcels, in fact belonged to James Sweeney, 
but were kept in the name of Daniel, as McDevitt under- 
stood, to prevent the second wife of James from claiming 
dower or support from her husband. 

Sister Mary Lawrence, the daughter of the plaintiff, has 
written, several letters, which are exhibited, to the effect 
that her aunt secured the property of her father, and said: 
“Her conscience will give her no rest with her ill-gotten 
gains.” 

The attorney for the defendants has put in a general 
denial and set up the statute of limitations. The attorney 
for the plaintitf claims that the latter defense is inadmis- 
sible, as this is a case where fraud is charged.

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BOX BOARD MATTERS, 


The Next Meeting of the Manufacturers’ Association--It Is 
Predicted That Prices Will Be Again Advanced— 
Results of the Shutdown. 


The next meeting of the Box Board Manufacturers’ As 
sociation, which will be held at Niagara Falls, N. Y., June 
5, will be important. At the meeting it is expected that 
reports of the shutdown, which was decided upon at Buf- 
falo, will be made. As it was voted at that meeting to 
close the mills for six working days during the month of 
May there has naturally been some interest to know upon 
just what days the individual mills have been idle. The 
reason given for allowing the manufacturers to select their 
own time for closing within the month is that such latitude 
was necessary in order to prevent interference with the fill- 
ing of orders. On this point it was argued that a mill 
might be very busy for say two weeks and then, perhaps, 
for half of the following week it might not have any 
orders that needed immediate attention. Consequently 
the mill could be closed down on such days when there 
was nothing pressing to run off. The reports of the clos- 
ings and their estimated effect on the market are looked 
forward to by the members of the association as the most 
important features of their next meeting. The fact that 
there is to-day from 5,000 to 7,000 tons of board less on the 
market than there would have been were it not for the 
general shutdown is expected to have a good effect. 

Perhaps the most surprising prediction made in regard 
to the meeting to be held next week is that another ad- 
vance is apt to be made in straw board. For this predic- 
tion no less a person than R. F. Newcomb, president of 
the American Straw Board Company, is given as authority. 
To be accurate in regard to the matter it should be stated 
that Mr. Newcomb’s words do not amount to a positive 
prediction that straw board will advance again. He is re- 
ported to have said: “I think a farther advance on straw 
board is warranted and I would not be surprised to see 
the price put up again at the next meeting.”’ The greatly 


increased cost of raw straw is supposed to be the chief 
reason for raising the price on straw board. 

Following the Niagara Falls meeting important meetings 
are expected to be held in this city of the National Board 
and Paper Company and the National Pulp Board Com- 
pany. Altogether the month of June bids fair to be of 
considerable interest to the board industry. 





Chicago Predicts Advance in Prices. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Cuicaco, May 28.—At the next meeting of the 
Box Board Manufacturers’ Association, to be held at 
Niagara Falls on June 5, the price of all grades of box 
boards will probably be raised $3 a ton over present prices. 
At the last meeting there was a strong inclination among 
the members to make the advance one of $5 per ton, but it 
was finally decided to make a uniform advance of $2 and 
see whether the conditions at the time of the next meeting 
would warrant a further advance. Everything now seems 
to indicate that another advance will take place. Mills in 
several localities have been compelled to use coal on ac- 
count of a failure in their water power. The Hessian fly 
has appeared in the wheat fields of Ohio and Indiana, and 
the crop which was short before is now shorter and will 
not reach more than one-quarter of its usual amount. Al- 
ready the mills are buying straw in Minnesota and the Da- 
kotas, and this means a big item of expense in freight bills.

Oregon Paper Mills. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

PortLANp, Ore., May 23.—A great amount of work is 
now being done at the Willamette Pulp and Paper Mill 
and Crown Paper Mill. The back water from the Columbia 
has increased the depth of water in the Willamette, so that 
log rafts can be taken over the rapids, a short distance be- 
low Oregon City, and landed at the locks, to be hauled on 
through to the upper boom. There are three large rafts 
moored at the foot of the locks, and they will be taken 
For this purpose two large donkey engines 


up right away. 
Long cables will be attached to the log rafts 


will be used. 


and they will be “snaked” through without the assistance 
of a steamer. One of the engines has been located about 
midway between the upper and lower ends of the. canal, 
near the Crown Paper Mill; the other is stationed up near 
the pier above the head of the canal. 

It is customary to lay in a supply of cottonwood logs for 
the mills at this season of the year. Probably 8,000,000 
feet will be rafted up. 

Large quantities of cottonwood in sticks is also being 
brought up from Lewis River for the use of the paper 
mills. The Crown Mill has contracted for 2,000 cords, and 
the Willamette Pulp and Paper Mill has contracted for 
5,000 cords. The cordwood is now being delivered by 
steamboat. The steam barge Eugene, Captain John McIn- 
tire, was discharging a large load at the Crown Mill yes- 
terday, and another barge lay on the east side of the river.

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NATIONAL WALL PAPER COMPANY. 


It Sells the Plant of the York Card and Paper Company— 
President Burn Denies That the National 
Will Be Dissolved. 


The National Wall Paper Company, of New York, last 
week sold the plant of the York Card and Paper Com- 
pany, of York, Pa. This property was bought by the 
National two years ago. The sale was made to Judge 
McCoy, who represented the principal owners of the plant 
before its purchase by the National WalJl Paper Com- 
pany. This fact leads to the belief that the property is 
again to go back to its original owners. Because of this 
sale the rumors in regard to the dissolution of the Na- 
tional Wall Paper Company are revived. The officials of 
the company again deny the truthfulness of these rumors. 

President Burn, of the company, gave out a statement 
this week in which he denied that there was any proposi- 
ticn under consideration by the directors looking to a dis- 
sclution of the company. He said the sale of the York 
Card and Paper Company, which was made the other day, 
had no bearing on the future policy of the company. 

“The policy for the coming year,” he said, “has not 
been decided upon, and any statements just now relating 
to. the question of dissolution have no foundation. It has 
been said that the National Wall Paper Company spent 
a large portion of its working capital in financing the 
consolidation of the Continental Wall Paper Company, 
and that since the formation of the company the working 
capital of our company has been impaired. 

“There is absolutely no truth in this report. Our ar- 
rangement with the Continental Wall Paper Company 
called for only a very small outlay or cash investment, and 
it is a clear fabrication to say that our working capital was 
used in this deal. 

“All the purchases of the National Wall Paper Company 
have been and are made on a cash basis. There is no bet- 
ter refutation than that of the report that the company 
has been hard pressed for cash. Whatever banking in- 
debtedness the company was under is being liquidated 
more freely at the present time than ever before. 

“The National Wall Paper Company has finished one 
of the most prosperous years in its history. The sale of 
the York plant the other day was completed after the com- 
pany was through with it. It was bought two years ago 


with a certain object in view, and when this object was ac- 
complished we sold the plant. Of course there may be 
changes in the coming year, but whatever changes may 
be made they will be for the best interests of the stock- 
holders.” 


Compulsory Boiler Inspection. 


Three bills for the compulsory registration and inspec- 
tion of boilers have recently been referred to a select com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, says the Paper Makers’ 
Monthly Journal of London, England. These bills have 
been introduced respectively by Mr. Fenwick, Mr. Pro- 
vand and Sir William Houldsworth. The matters dealt 
with in these bills have been discussed in Parliament at 
various periods in past years. The main question in- 
volved is a very important one, and one which is continu- 
ally being brought before the commercial community, and 
it is this: Are steam users to be permitted to carry on 
their business as at present, providing, as they now do, for 
the inspection of boilers and insurance of same? or: Is 
Government interference necessitated by the appointment 
of official inspectors and the organization of a large and 
expensive Government department, in order to enforce 
regulations and precautions which, in nine cases out of ten, 
are already taken by steam users. The advocates of Mr. 
Fenwick’s bill would go even further than mere Govern- 
ment intervention and propose to provide for the inspec- 
tion of steam users’ boilers at the expense of the general 
taxpayers. Such a proposal as this is certain to provoke 
strenuous opposition. At present the majority of steam 
users recognize the great importance in their own interests 
of providing for a periodical inspection of their boilers, so 
as to avoid, as far as they possibly can, the heavy losses 
which might otherwise arise through explosions conse- 
quent on neglect to carry out necessary repairs. This 
precaution is now very generally carried out through the 
agency of a few of the largest insurance companies in 
the United Kingdam, who provide at very moderate rates 
for the inspection ‘and insurance of boilers. The pre- 
mium charged to the steam user is a comparative trifle. 
In any case, one branch of commercial industry is con- 
tributing to the legitimate trading and profits of another 
department, which is in the nature of healthy commercial 
trading. The advocates for Government interference 
with steam users argue that the steam user would be 
provided with competent inspectors of boilers, and that

the chance of accident thereby being reduced to a merely 
nominal risk, the necessity and cost of insurance would 
be proportionately reduced also. It is maintained that 
insurance companies’ fees and expenses, agents’ salaries, 
commissions and expenses, as also dividends to share- 
holders, would not have to be contributed to, as now. 
The proposal, however, of state interference in this case 
is, as usual, to be accomplished by organizing a depart- 
ment at a great expense, either generally to the taxpayer 
or specially to the steam user, to carry on a branch of 
business which is already very efficiently and satisfactorily 
performed by the two branches of industry mainly inter- 
ested—viz., the steam users and the insurance companies. 
There is no ground for supposing that a Government de- 
partment would accomplish any better results than those 
at present achieved, 


A Colored Knit Goods Question. 

A hearing was held before Judge Somerville, on Tues- 
day of this week, in regard to a protest filed by the Train, 
Smith Company, against the appraisement placed on an 
importation of light colored knit goods, such as are used 
for paper stock. These had been returned by the exami- 
ners as containing 6 per cent. wool, and assessed accord- 
ingly. Testimony in relation to the goods was given by 
Leon Gottheil, of Castle & Gottheil; I. Franks, formerly 
with the Train, Smith Company; Percy M. Herrick, of 
that company, and W. Soul, an expert on woolen rags.

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An Important Decision. 


In our news columns last week we reported the decision 
of Judge Jenkins, of the United States Circuit Court for 
Wisconsin, in the suit of the Albany Perforated Wrapping 
Paper Company, of Albany, N. Y., against the John Ho- 
berg Paper Company, of Green Bay, Wis. The case in- 
volved the question of trade marks, the plaintiff claiming 
that the defendant infringed thirteen of its trade marks on 


toilet paper. The court decided in favor of the defendant, 


one part of the decision reading as follows: 


The use of a thousand different trade marks to des- 
ignate the article and its origin necessarily produces con- 
fusion, and fails of the single purpose ot the trade mark. 
This consideration has led me to the conclusion that the 
complainant, the originator of perforated rolled toilet 
paper, would not do that which would blind the public 
mind to the originator and manufacturer of the article, 
and would tend to dissipate its trade. A court of equity 
cannot be impressed by an appeal to protect that which 
produces infinite confusion. It may be that in the strug- 
gle for trade, the whims oi retailers must be consulted, 
and that rivalry between dealers to present something 
attractive to the public eye must exist, but courts of equity 
do not sit to indulge the whims of purchasers, or to pro- 
tect one in creating confusion. 


In other words the court held that a merchant is only 
entitled to protection for one trade mark for one class of 
goods. This is the first time that such a ruling has been 
made by a United States Court, and it has an important 
bearing on the use of trade marks not only in the paper 
industry, but in all other lines. ; 

If it stands as good law, it will possibly invalidate a 
number of trade marks now in use, and will ifi several 
ways open the doors to.contention and litigation. ‘If the 
case should be appealed it will be both interésting and 
profitable to watch how the decision referred to is treated 


by the higher tribunal. 


Protecting the Western Market. 


Western paper manufacturers have shown notable ac- 
tivity of late in the way of protecting their own market 
For instance, the book, manila and straw wrapping men 
have all ordered machines shut down so as to reduce prod- 
uct, having, wherever necessary, taken the precaution to 
secure assurances from Eastern mills that the latter would 
not interfere by dumping part of their output in Chicago 
and elsewhere in the Western field. 

Now, the mill men in the Northwest, including those 
making news, manila and fibre papers, have come together 
and organized the General Paper Company. This com- 
pany will have a two-fold mission—buying the supplies for 
the mills and also selling the product of the same mills. 

The result will be that it will secure minimum prices on 
supplies, while in the matter of marketing product it can 
give assurances to buyers such as no single mill can give. 
[In the news line particularly buyers have felt entire con- 
fidence in the ability of the International Paper Company 
to fill its contracts; for should one of its mills burn down, 
it had other plants from which to forward output. This 
same confidence, Western mill men believe they can win 
by the plan which they have just adopted. Should one of 
the mills for which the General Paper Company will be 
agent burn down or be crippled in any way, the company 
can supply its customers’ wants by product from any of its 
other establishments. 

It would seem as though the Western men had acted 
wisely in their new departure, and if they put into it their 
usual energy and business ability, as they undoubtedly 


will, its success will be assured. 


/ 
Canada’s Paper and Pulp Campaign. 


The campaign which has for its object the developinent 
of the paper and pulp industry in Canada has produced a 
number of complications. For instance, it has brought 
upon the heads of authorities a good deal of caustic criti- 
cism as to their action, it being alleged that they have given 
away concessions of great value, from which the people at 
large should have had direct monetary returns. Then again 
the publishers of newspapers, finding paper scarce and 
prices high (both of which facts are due in large part to 
the fires at the Eddy and Laurentide mills), are up in 
arms, and having been denied a reduction of duty, now ap- 
peal for a modification of the postal charges. In addition 
to this they charge that the paper makers have formed an 


unlawful combination to advance prices, and they have 
asked the Government to investigate the matter. 

Discussing one phase of the question, the Toronto Mail 
and Empire says: 


Had the Dominion Government carried out the law pro- 
viding for an export duty on pulp wood we should have 
had no complaint now about the shortage of paper. Canada 
would have had several more mills producing pulp and 
paper, mills attracted from the United States, and mills 
erected with British capital. But out of kindness to the 
Americans the export duty was not imposed, and new en- 
terprise was restrained from going into pulp and paper 
making here on such a scale as it was ready for. We have 
consequently .reached a pass when paper is scarce here for 
the want of enough mills to make it, and scarce in the 
United States for the want of enough material. .A change 
in the duty would not disturb the equilibrium. 


We have enumerated only a few of the complications. 
There are contentions on many points, and it really seems 
as though the whole question was in an almost hopeless 
tangle. 


The easy way in which tariff questions are settled in 
some countries is really refreshing. For instance, down 
in Salvador, the National Assembly has raised the duties 
to be collected to 150 per cent., because “the revenues 
produced at the present time are not sufficient to supply 
the requirements of the public administration,” and “there 
remains a considerable deficit.” This reminds us of the 
reply of the farmer who, when asked if $16 was not an 
exorbitant price for the few sandwiches which he had sup- 
plied to the traveler, said: ‘‘That’s right, stranger. They 
were poor sandwiches, but then I need the money.”’ That 
is evidently Salvador’s case. She needs the money. 


Some newspaper publishers in this country recently in- 
creased the subscription price of their papers, announcing 
that they were forced to take this action because of the 
high price of paper, which they claimed was maintained 
by the tariff. Canadian publishers did the same thing, and 
now English publishers are following suit. In the latter 
case there is no tariff on which to place the blame for the 
high figures ruling in the “news” market, and it is barely 
possible that the true reasons—large demand and _ insuf- 
ficient supply-may be recognized. 


The suggestion is made that the American Paper and 
Pulp Association hold a meeting at Saratoga or Manhat- 
tan Beach this summer. Secretary Rantoul has sent out 
inquiries in order to find out how many of the members 
favor the plan and which place of rendezvous is preferred. 
The paper makers have always had a fondness for Sara- 
toga, and they have had many enjoyable times there. If 
such a gathering as is proposed is held, it will, of course, 
partake very largely of a social character. 


There apparently has been an epidemic of fires among 
the paper mills during the last few weeks. We have had 
several in this country, there have been two large ones in 
Canada, while in Great Britain there have been six or 
seven, the last and most disastrous of course being that 
at Lloyd’s Sittingbourne mill. Judging by the energy 
displayed by some of the owners of the despoiled plants 
in ordering new equipment, the career of a paper mill 
cannot be stopped, even by a thoroughgoing fire. 


The decision of the United States Court that the mort- 
gage of $1,000,000 given by the Columbia Straw Paper 
Company, together with accrued interest of $165,000, must 
be paid, will probably lead to the sale of the mills owned 
by the company, most of which are now idle, although 
some of them are being operated under leases. It will be 
interesting to note how much the plants will bring under 
the circumstances. 

Charles W. Rantoul, Jr., expert special agent of the 
twelfth census, this week began sending out to paper and 
pulp manufacturers the blanks containing questions to be 
answered. A synopsis of the matters covered by these 
questions is given in our news columns, and a prompt 
compliance with the request of Mr. Rantoul will facilitate 
his work very greatly . 


The man who attempts to make ten pounds of steam pull 
a freight train is wasting his steam, hecause it takes twenty 
times that much steam to move a train of cars. In like 
manner, the man who.attempts to be economical by using 
very small space, frequently «iscovers he has been very ex- 
travagant. 

Rumors are plentiful both here and abroad that the 
Lloyds are dissatisfied with their purchase of the Sturgeon 
Falls (Canada) plant, one among other claims being that 
the water power available is not sufficient. Whether they 
will endeavor to back out of their purchase has not yet 
been officially announced.

“The Paper Famine.” 

The London Review of Reviews for May thus sum- 
marizes an important article by M. Barrau in the April 
number of the Paris Nouvelle Revue on what he calls 
“the paper famine” problem: “Probably very few people are 
aware that the extraordinary increase of papers and maga- 
zines has made the problem of the worid’s paper supply 
acute. Even in France—where, in comparison with this 
country, popular periodical literature may be said not to 
exist save in the form of halfpenny daily papers—the price 
of paper has nearly doubled during the last few years; 
and, according to M. Karrau, there can scarcely be a more 
paying trade than that oi a paper manufacturer. In the 
old days paper, as most people know, was made of every 
form of cotton and linen, but that is now no longer the 
case. Every kind of vegetable product, even banana peel, 
has been pressed into service, and a great deal of very 


good paper is also made of wood puip. As for linen, it- 


is only now used in making a very superior and special 
quality. Our daily paper, according to M. Barrau, is 
nearly all made from Canadian and Swedish wood. French 
and English factories alone eat up between them over 
2,000,000 of trees, of which the age in each case must 
have at least attained fifty years. In another half century, 
if this state of things continues, the great European forests 
wul have completely disappeared. in Canada, where the 
pine tree is rapidly being repiaced by inferior and more 
quickly growing trees, there is already some talk of check- 
ing the export and of setting up paper manufactories. As 
for home grown wood, the Petit Journal alone is said to 
use up 150 trees each day. Pliny tells how in the Rome 
which was the 
paper of that day—suddenly gave out. Will this state of 
things ever come to pass in France? asks M. Barrau; and 
he apparently considers that it is quite possible that it may 
do so, and if in France, how much more likely in this 
country, where scarcely a day goes by without an an- 
nouncement of some new paper or magazine?” 








Sheathing Paper Manufacturers Meet.

THE PAPER BAG WAR. 


The ‘Qutsiders’’ Meet Union Prices— President Fisher 
Asked on Long Distance ’Phone to Agree on 
Prices—What Will the Outcome Be? 


As was expected in the bag trade, the so-called outsiders 
have met the last cut of the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany by dropping their prices 10 per cent. under those of 
ihe Union. This was done at a special meeting of the 
United States Paper Bag Manufacturers’ Association, 
which was held in.Philadelphia last week. Announcement 
of this fact will probably not be made by the issuance of a 
new discount sheet. Instead, the manufacturers in the 
association will allow the extra discount when necessary 
to hold their trade. With this new reduction, the rival 
forces are now in relatively the same positions that they 
occupied hefore the “cutting” began. So in order to hold 
the advantage which it gained by selling ‘‘automatics” at 
the same price as ifs “squares,” the Union Bag and Paper 
Company must make a further reduction. Such action is 
greatly feared by the independent manufacturers, so it is 
said. To head it off, it is reported on good authority that 
officials of the United States Paper Bag Association called 
up President Fisher at Chicago, IIl., on the long-distance 
telephone on Thursday of last week, and asked him upon 
what basis he would call the fight off. iis answer is not 
known. Still, it is inferred that he did not promise to stop 
the war. The propositions said to have been made to Mr. 
Fisher were: The advisability of restoring the prices to 
those that prevailed before the cutting, or an agreement on 
a set of prices in which the self-opening bags should cost 
at least ten per cent. more than the “squares.” Wagers are 
up in the local trade that Mr. Fisher will not agree to 
either proposition, but that, instead, he will order another 
reduction so the trade can buy automatics for the same 
money as “squares.” 

Speaking on the situation in the market, a prominent 
bag manufacturer said this week to a representative of 
THe Paper TrAveE JourNAL: “The outsiders always 
worked in harmony with the Union, so it is only fair to 
conclude that the reductions are aimed to hurt the Conti- 
nental. That company is now credited with a production 
of from two to three million bags per day. Later it will 
put out about ten million per day. It is the fear of this 
enormous competition that, no doubt, causes the Union to 
cut its prices, so that the Continental cannot find a market 
or make a cent, even if it does sell its product.” 

Another gentleman in the trade said: “The daily pro- 
duction of bags in the United States is about thirty mil- 
lions; the consumption somewhere between twenty- 
five to twenty-seven million. Now the point to be 
considered is, what is going to happen when the 
production is forty million bags. daily, the con- 
sumption remaining the same—twenty-seven million? 
One thing is sure to transpire, and that is that some- 
body must go to the wall. To-day it is claimed that the 
Continental is making a few million bags per day—well, 
with that small addition to the supply the market is being 
demoralized, as the Continental people are seeking and 
must continue to seek, the trade of other bag manufactur- 
ers. The result must be a case of the survival of the fit- 
test, as they cannot all live, simply because the market is 
not big enough.” 

It is stated by a gentleman identified with the Conti- 
nental Paper Bag Company that that company will not be 
a party to any agreement that may be entered into by the 
Union Bag and Paper Company and the United States 
Paper Bag Manufacturers’ Association. To quote his 
exact words, he said: “The Continental will not agree 
to anything. It is out to get its product on the market, 
and it will go it alone regardless of what its competitors 
may do.” 

Another gentleman who handles bags said to a represent- 
ative of THe Paper TraApe JourNAL this week: “There is 
now no profit in bags. If prices go lower, it means that 
somebody will have to shut up shop. All of us cannot afford 
to do business at a loss. Prices are now about where they 
were last spring. Then we bought paper at 23% cents. 
To-day the price is about 3 cents, so you can see that we 
are playing a losing game. Bag paper cannot go down 
very well, as ground wood and sulphite are both high 
and are apt to remain so. This lowering of prices must 
affect the earnings of the Union, I should think. I under- 
stand that in order to pay dividends the Union has to 
make 28 per cent. gross per 1,000 bags, while we can do 
business on a 10 per cent. gross per 1,000 bags.”

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AMONG THE MILLS. 


Insurance Boiler Inspectors Work on a Digester—Sulphite 
from Hemlock—A Suction Box Question—Cleaning 
a Wire—Watching Digesters. 


[STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.]} 

PortLanp, Me., May 28.—The other day I had the 
pleasure of watching the inspection of a digester shell by 
an insurance boiler inspector who had never before seen 
a shell of that description. He was evidently a good man 
as far as boilers were concerned, but there are lots of 
things about-a digester that are never heard of around a 
boiler house. For ins.ance, the inspector -will deliver an 
elaborate homily upon the strains caused by vibrations of 
the particles of metal in the shell plates and straps. Per- 
haps there are vibrations there, but it is not clear to me 
where they come from, or where they go to. There is no 
heat applied to the shell of the boiler save the small amount 
which leaks through the lining, and it is safe to°say that 
no time does the shell of a digester rise above 150° Fahr. 

The inspector loses sight entirely of the fact that ‘the 
shell is lined with and reinforced with 7 or 8 inches 
of first-class brickwork, solidly set in the very best cement 
that can be procured. The holding power of this lining, 
as far as internal pressure is concerned, is something 
which the insurance inspector never bothers his head with, 
and it even seems as if he did not even realize that the 
digester had inside of it a lining capable of witlistanding 
a considerable pressure. Such is the fact, nevertheless, and 
it is safe to state that a portion of shell could be removed 
from a 14 foot digester to the extent of 24 inches in diam- 
eter without causing the rupture of the brickwork during 
the cooking of the contents of the digester. The strength 
of a digester lining should be studied a little by some in- 
surance companies that a better and truer appreciation of 
the strength of a 14% inch digester shell may be realized. 

I am looking forward with a good deal of curiosity to 
the completion of two or three mills in this country where 
several new things are to be tried in the making of clean 
hemlock sulphite pulp without removing the black knots 
before cooking the wood. There are mills now in opera- 
tion where every knot, both in spruce and in hemlock, is 
cut out, it being claimed that the black knots in some 
portions of the hemlock diffuse in the shape of a fine 
black powder and contaminate the entire quantity of pulp. 
It is well known that spruce knots can be left hard enough 
so that they will screen out, while the other portions of the 
wood is cooked to the proper state. In hemlock, while the 
green knots may do this all right, the soft black powdery 
dead knots in the outer layers of hemlock wood cannot be 
left intact by any known process of cooking, and must 
either be removed before cooking, or left to fill the pulp 
with black specks which will neither bleach white nor 
screen out, 

Sometimes it is quite a task to impress upon the super- 
intendent of a mill that new suction boxes are both de- 
In one mill, at least, they have got 
this matter down pretty fine. When the perforated top 
of a suction box becomes worn of true, and also 
pretty thin in spots, the machine tender loses no time 
in arguing the matter with the official to whom he reports. 
Instead of that, the top of the suction box is set upon with 
something which seems to have the effect of a pile driver, 
and the brass perforated plate is split in two or three 
places and a portion thereof is driven down an inch or 
two, so that there is no use of even thinking of repairing 
it. The argument is effective and complete. Nothing is 
said as to how it happened. As the boy said to his father: 
“There it is,” and that is all there is to the matter. After 
all, the method is pretty good. Some of the street railway 
companies have a similar regulation in regard to collisions. 
The motormen are instructed that, when they see that a 
collision with a merchandise wagon is inevitable, to put on 
all the power and make the collision so thorough that the 
vehicle about to be struck will be completely demolished. 
They want it smashed completely, so much so that there 
will be no question of repair, the only remedy being the 
replacement of the vehicle by a new one. 

This is much the same as in accidents when a man ‘s 
injured. If he is badly hurt, the damage runs into the 
tens of thousands, whereas, if the victim be killed outright, 
it is only a matter of a few thousands to make a complete 
settlement. It is the same with the machine tenders men- 
tioned. In a case of a few weeks since the writer had 
occasion to give advice as to what should be done by the 
foremen of a mill when the owners knew that certain ma- 
chinery was defective and the direct cause of many shut- 
downs for repairs, yet they, the owners, refused to put in 
the new machinery so badly needed. The advice given, 
was: “Break up the defective machinery so thoroughly 
the next time it lets go that there will be no possibility 
of making even temporary repairs. In fact, ‘burst it’— 
and burst the machinery thoroughly.” The same line is 
evidently followed by the machine tenders in the mill 


where the suction boxes are broken up. And they do just 
right there, too. \*

I want to enter a protest against an operation I saw 
recently in a mill where they are supposed to know bet- 
ter. The wire had become pretty well filled up, and to 
open it the machine tender took a pail of water, dropped 
in about a quart of sulphuric acid, and “went for” that wire 
with the soft end of a common broom: The acid was 
splashed and rubbed on the entire length of the wire, then 
a shower pipe was started, the wire stuck in, and washing 
cff of the acid proceeded. Some of the acid had been on 
one minute and some of it ten minutes when the washing 
commenced, and it does not take a very astute mind to 
conceive the condition of that wire when the so-called 
cleaning operation was finished. Some portions of the 
wire were considerably eaten away by the acid, while other 
parts were hardly touched enough to allow the dirt to be 
started. That is not the way to do it. If a wire must be 
washed with atid, do it -with some decency, to say the 
least, and put the dilute acid in a trough into which a fold 
of the wire is made to dip by means of three rolls, the 
lower one being submerged in the acid, the other two serv- 
ing to guide the wire to the roll in the trough. 

About 4 feet from the acid roll a shower pipe should 
be placed and the wire thoroughly drenched with water. at 
thati place. Then the acid cannot stay too long on the 
wir¢, and one part thereof cannot receive more acid or be 
in the acid a longer time than any other part. A wire 
treated in this manner will come out slick and clean, with- 
oft spots of dirt and without any thin portions. Instead 
of sulphuric acid, nitric may be used to advantage, or a 
mixture of the two can be used. But in any case, the acid 
used should be very dilute. Better to run the wire five 
times through the acid trough than to run it once with the 
acid too strong, and dissolve off more metal than is neces- 
sary. 

While in the “warning” business, I want to say a word 
to the users of digesters. It used to be the practice of 
steam boiler users to open a boiler once or twice a year, 
and examine the interior of the shell for necessary repairs. 
It is needless to say that they always found plenty to do. 
Paper makers have been educated to understand that steam 
boilers must be looked after much better than that, and 
they now examine them pretty regularly as often as needed. 
But with sulphite digesters, the old boiler methods seem 
to prevail with some of the paper mill men. I know of no 
reason why this should be so, except a lack of thought on 
the subject. But a digester should be looked after very 
closely. The pointing between the bricks should never be 
permitted to waste away. Frequent repointing should be 
done, and as soon as any of the cement carries away, its 
absence should be detected and the holes at once stopped 
either with cement or with litharge and glycerine. It used 
to be the instructions in mills using Mitscherlich digesters 
that the digesters be entered and examined and the neces- 
sary repairs made after every cook. If that is necessary 
with the slow and easy process used there how much more 
is it necessary in the short cook digesters now used? 
Truly, eternal vigilance is the price of a good wearing di- 
gester as well as of liberty and some other things. Watch 
the digesters and keep them well pointed at all times.

The Micrometer Gauge for Paper. 


The micrometer gauge, controlled and handled by the 
A. Storrs & Bement Company, paper dealers, of Boston, 
Mass., is being quite extensively adopted as the standard 
gauge for testing the thickness of paper and cardboard. 
The reason for this is that the gauge is accurate and reli- 
able, and prevents any dispute between buyer and seller. 
Manufacturers having this gauge in use have expressed 
themselves as being willing to guarantee to furnish a paper 
of any desired thickness if the buyer has a micrometer 
gauge with which to test it, as with that gauge in the hands 
of both parties the results cannot vary-—a paper testing a 
certain thickness at the mill must test the same in the 
hands of the buyer when this gauge is used by both par- 


ties. The company has just recently shipped gauges to 


parties in Kansas City, Mo.; Wabash, Ind.; Chicago and. 


San Francisco, besides filling orders from Ireland and 
England.. An order from Ireland came from a mill that 
recently secured a superintendent from this country. He 
had used the gauge here, knew its value and wanted one 
for use there. No one having occasion to test the thick- 
ness of paper should be without the micrometer gauge. 


Pulp Wood Being Shipped. 


Dututu, Minn., May 28.—Two cargoes of pulp wood 
have been shipped from Two Harbors this week, This is 
the first pulp wood to go from Minnesota ports. The North 
Shore Timber Company is driving its pulp wood crop down 
to the lake, on the Canadian side, and will ship at once. It 
has been forced to dam several streams that never went dry 
before in order to get water for driving.

PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Novel Refining Engine—Filter--Methods of Treating Albu- 
men—New Lubricant—Wall Paper Trimmer and 
Paster—Water Purifier, 


The novel beating or refining engine illustrated here- 
with is the invention of Jean Baptiste Francois Xavier 
Mathieu, engineer of Pont-de-la-Pierre, les Annonay, par 
Boulieu, Ardéche, France. The American patent is num- 
bered 650,185.. The apparatus comprises a metallic shell 
of frusto-conical shape, its widest end being at the upper 
end and its narrowest at the lower end, and a metallic hood, 
which is bolted to the widest portion of the shell, and is 
open at one side. Inside the shell is arranged a truncated 
grinding cone, which is mounted on a vertical shaft, said 
shaft being journaled in a bearing of the hood, and in a 
bottom being provided with a stuffing box. Arranged 
longitudinally on the peripheral surface of the grinding 
cone are a series of blades or knives, either of steel or gun- 
metal, similar to those used in Marshall or Jordan 
engines. These blades are so arranged that the opening

between them is the widest at the place designed for the 
entrance of the pulp, the space gradually decreasing in size 
until at the lower end of the blades, where they are so 
close that grinding or refining is effected, accordingly as 
the machine may be adjusted. The cone may be arranged 
either horizontally or vertically, as shown in the engraving, 
and there may be provided two openings instead of one, 
for the inlet and outlet of the stock. The whole arrange- 
ment of the mechanism of this machine seems to indicate 
that it is merely a sort of refining engine, practically on 
American lines, but applied to a common Hollander tub 
instead of to two stuff chests, and so arranged that there is 
a heavy circulation of the stuff through the conical refining 
apparatus. In fact, it is a beating engine fitted with a 
“coffee mill” instead of with the ordinary roll and bed- 
plate. 

A new filter by Winfred Skaige, Montreal, Can. (No. 
649,961), has pivoted filter plates supported inside a filter 
chamber, in such a manner that a circulation is created 
among the filter plates, which are arranged to make easy 
the removal of collected cake. 

A process of dissolving albumen, patented by Hermann 
Bremer, Munich, Germany (American patent No. 650,003), 
renders organized albuminous compounds soluble by treat- 
ing them with ammonia under high pressure and tempera- 
tures, then evaporating the resultant albumen solution at 
a temperature below the coagulating point of the dissolved 
albuminous substances, and in vacuo, and adding alkali to 
form ‘the corresponding albuminates. 

‘Another method of treating albumen, that of filtering 
solutions and recovering the albumen therein, is the inven- 
tion (No. 650,044) of Frederich W. H. Graeff, Rutherford, 
N. J.; and Joseph F. Geisler, New York. This process 
consists of heating fluids containing albumen and similar 
substances while in an acid condition, then applying thereto 
pressure derived from a external source and maintained 
sufficiently high to prevent the evaporation of the fluid, and 
then decreasing the acidity and applying heat. 

A lubricant by Edward Holm, Chicago, IIl., patent No. 
650,018, consists of paraffin, graphite, magnesia and oil of 
citronella, mixed in certain proportions. 

A wall-paper trimming and pasting machine, No. 650,215, 
by John T. Avery, St. Louis, Mo., assignor of two-thirds 
to Frank T. Fletcher and John Huber, same place. This 
device consists of a frame provided with a paste box, a 
paper roller and a paste box and a trimmer. 

A method of purifying water, No. 650,216, Frank E. 
Bachman, Buffalo, N. Y., is for water containing oil, as 
from steam engine exhaust. Lime is added to the water 
to form an oil and lime compound. Soda is also added to 
precipitate the sulphates and chlorides, and caustic soda 
takes care of the carbonates of lime and magnesia.

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FOREIGN NOTEs. 


German rag dealers are again making efforts to form an 
association in order to minimize local competition. 

In regard to the amalgamation of Austrian paper mills, 
it is reported that the Leykam Josephstahl paper mills 
have now agreed to join. 

The failure is announced of H. J. Pallisen, St. Peters- 
burg, the liabilities being 5,500,000 rubles. The firm was 
interested in several Russian paper mills. 

It is reported that a company has been formed with a 
capital of fifteen million pesetas ($3,000,000), to build 
chemical works in the north of Spain, and to work the 
Hargreaves-Bird electrolytic patents. 

A smokeless coal is promised very shortly. It is made 
of 93 per cent. of coal dust and 7 per cent. of tar and caustic 
lime. The latter mixture forms a bright burning gas, and 
thus prevents the generation of smoke. ‘ 

The capital of the Société Anonyme des Papeteries de 
Gouraud, Nantes, has been increased from $1,000,000 to 
$1,200,000. This company owns a five machine mill run- 


ning on writings and printings, &c., as well as a bisul- 
phite pulp factory. 

The pulp board factory at Biitow, Germany, belonging 
to Messrs. Latzke Brothers, will shortly be offered for 
sale by public auction. The works were only started last 
summer. There are mortgages, however, of 250,000 marks. 

A Warsaw paper states that paper mills there are delib- 
erating on raising the price of paper of all sorts 10 per 
cent., and that a new syndicate of writing paper manufac- 
turers is being ‘formed with the object of regulating prices 
and production in Russia generally. 

Under the head “‘A Paper City” the London Daily Mail 
refers to the convalescent branch of Netley Hospital, the 
material chosen for its fabric being papier maché. To be 
housed in a paper dwelling sounds an uncomfortable and 
inadequate condition in the rigors of an English spring. 
Not far from London—at Netley—you can find a whole 
paper city with a population of 500 men, living, moving, 
having their being, all in a paper wrapping. There are 
forty-five paper tents in all. 

The following statistics relate to imports and exports 
of Hungary during 1899 and the previous year: Ordinary 


packing paper was imported in 1899 to the extent of 128,- 
000 meter cwts. against 124,000 meter cwts. in 1898; note 
and writing paper, 33,000 meter cwts. against 40,000 meter 
ewts., and ‘printing papers, 120,000 meter cwts. against 
96,000 meter cwts. The exports of ordinary packing pa- 
per in 1899 were 10,000 meter cwts. against 9,000 meter 
cwts. in 1898; note and writing paper, 13,000 meter cwts. 
against 14,000 meter cwts., and printing paper, 9,000 meter 
cwts. against 10,000 meter cwts. 

The French paper trade continues active. Among the 
imports at Calais last year were 8,514 tons of wood pulp 
from Sweden and Norway, the quantity in the previous 
year being 8,856 tons. Rags were imported from Norway 
and Russia to the extent of 635 tons in 1899, compared with 
139 tons in the previous year. The exports of rags last 
year were 48 tons (to the United Kingdom), the quantity 
in the previous year being 61 tons. At Boulogne the im- 
ports last year included 3,554 tons of waste paper, &c., and 
664 tons of China clay, no figures being given for the pre- 
vious year. The exports of paper in 1899 were 1,293 tons, 
and rags 3,060 tons; in the latter case only are the figures 
given for 1808. viz., 2,743 tons. The French trade shows 
progress in many directions.

for good printings, notepaper and account 
book paper. Paper for account books must 
bear the well-known water marks of the 
best British mills. The price of this paper 
runs from 12 cents to 25 cents per pound. 
Inferior quality imitations of such marks 
have obtained no permanent footing. The 
value of the better kinds of printings is 5 
cents per pound and 6% cents per pound 
for second and first class paper respectively. 
Papers on which illustrations are to be 
struck off fetch up to 12 cents per pound. 
These prices are for sale from stock ; if pur- 
chased in bales they are one-quarter cent 
cheaper. The printings most in demand are 
as follows: Imperial, 30x22 inches; royal, 
25x20 inches; double imperial, 44x30 inches ; 
double royal, 25x40 inches; medium, 24x19 
inches; post, 1914x15% inches; demy, 22/%2x 
17% inches; double demy, 35x22% inches; 
double crown, 30x20 inches; second crown, 


3ox4o inches; foolscap, 17x13% inches; 
double foolscap, 27x17 inches. Paper for 


newspapers, both in rolls and in sheets, 
comes chiefly from America, as—in spite of 
the inferior quality of the material—it has 
a very good, matt, glossy surface. Its pres- 
ent price is about 3 cents per pound, and 
there is a considerable demand for it. The 
daily issue of one single newspaper, the

PAPER.—The old story of dull trade is heard in all 
quarters this week, and all grades of paper are included in 
the general inactivity. Some people say that even news 
is a bit off. These men state that the stiffening of the 
market on news last week was due to an expected extra 
call from England. This evidently did not materialize to 
the extent anticipated. Hence the feeling of reaction in 
regard to news paper. The quotation, however, remains 
in the neighborhood of 3 cents delivered. Manilas are said 
to continue quiet, with a tendency to lower prices. There 


e 


is some demand for No. 2's, but a concession of at least 5 
cents per 100 pounds is demanded by buyers before order- 
ing. This slight drop cannot be granted, as the minimum 
prices on butchers’ and No. 2’s have been fixed by the 
manufacturers. Book papers are not active. Still the 
leading mills report enough orders ahead to keep them 
fairly busy for the next sixty days. This fact emboldens 
the manufacturers to insist on getting their own figures 
on new business. Desirable orders are favored a little in 
the matter of quotations, but manufacturers are averse to 
giving low quotations, which might be used to knock 
down the figure of a competitor. It is only where low 
quotations will surely bring business that they are resorted 
to. The cheaper grades of book papers are not in great 
demand. Writings are rather quiet, still prices remain 
unchanged. The fact that general business is dull is now 
given as an extra why the paper trade is “off.” “‘Over- 
stocked” is the principal excuse. In regard to the latter, 
many jobbers now admit that they need goods, and would 
order if they were convinced that prices would not be 
lower. It is this uncertainty about the market that pre- 
vents orders from being placed. The board market is 
quiet. The prediction is made that straw board will be 
advanced again at the meeting of the Paper Box Board 
Manufacturers’ Association, to be held at Niagara Falls 
June 5, and it is felt that the mills having been shut down 
and the amount of stock having been reduced there is a 


good foundation for such action. We quote:

WOOD PULP.—One seller of ground wood said this 
week: “Any quotation on it will do, as it makes no dif 
ference what price is offered, since there is no pulp to be 
had. We are all sold out and I guess every other handler 
of it is also. This week there is a little better feeling in 
regard to ground wood as the drives have been started 
down stream in many places. If the water holds up these 
will soon reach the 1 mills.” 

WOOD FIBRES.—Considerable inquiry for fibres is 
reported, although sates are said to be comparatively few. 
Sulphites hold up well in price, considering the endeavor 
of the paper manufacturers to depress them. The market 
is admitted to be quiet. Quotations are unchanged, how- 
ever. Small lots of domestic soda are now being 
“squeezed out” by the mills to accommodate special cus- 
tomers. There is very little of it to be had though. We 
quote:
